In view of the discovery of a new reference, the indication of allowable subject 
matter in the last Office action is withdrawn. 

Claim 14 is again rejected under 35 USC 102(b) as being anticipated by the 
patent to Yokomizo for the reasons of record. Since this claim only recites an "arts and 
crafts material", it does not include the fishing hook of claim 10. 

Claims 10, 12 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over the patent to Hoist (U. S. P. 4,037,346) in view of the patent to Yokomizo (U. S. P. 
4,225,641). 

Hoist teaches a fishing hook having foil bonded thereto with adhesive. 
Yokomizo teaches arts and crafts material wherein foil is adhered to an object with 
adhesive. Selection of the specific Yokomizo arts and crafts material as the generically 
disclosed arts and crafts material of Hoist would have been obvious to one or ordinary 
skill in this art in the absence of unexpected results.
